Street, so that he can get their su p ­ 
p o rt fo r his candidate.”

W ashington Is Said to Be Convinced 


Now That It Is Necessary For F o r­ 


mal Consideration to Be Gwen the 


Puzzling Problem to the South of Us, 


and Upon Am bassador W ilso n ’s A r ­ 


rival It W ill Be Th- rashetl Out. 


Washington, July 18.—As far as thè 
adm inistration is concerned, it is cer­ 
tain that nothing will b e done in the 
Mexican situation 
pending the ar­ 
rival of Amb assador Wilson. 
Accord­ 
ing to dispafches from Vera Cruz the 
amb assador should b e here b y the lat­ 
ter part of next week. 
That recognition of the H uerta gov­ 
ernm ent b y the United States Is not 
b eyond the range of possib ilities for 
the near future is now b elieved here. 
The attention given the Mexican situa­ 
tion b y other governments and the rep­ 
resentations of the memb ers of the 
diplomatic corps in Mexico City to 
their 
respective 
governments 
have 
convinced W ashington that it is high 
time some consideration were given to 
the prob lem from the United States 
point of viewr. 
It is understood the other govern­ 
m ents most interested in Mexico will 
b e quite content with a simple declar­ 
ation of policy b y President Wilson. 
There is no disposition of the Europe­ 
an nations to urge intervention or any 
specific action b y the United States. 
It is inevitab le that one of the chief 
questions to b e asked Amb assador 
Wilson upon his arrival here is his 
opinion of the note prepared b y his 
colleagues in the diplomatic corps at 
Mexico City. 
He will undoub tedly b e 
asked if he agrees with the statem ents 
made b y the ministers, notab ly the 
declarations that the attitude of the 
United States toward the Huerta gov­ 
ernm ent is a* contrib utory cause of the 
increasing disorders In all parts of 
Mexico.

The status of Henry Lane Wilson 
will b e one of the interesting points of 
the present situation which will have 
to b e cleared *ip as a result Of the 
forthcoming conference at the W hite 
House. There exists a feeling of great 
uncertainty as to the likelihood of Mr. 
W ilson’s ever returning to Mexico City 
as the American amb assador. 
This 
feeling is due to the fact that the ad­ 
m inistration has made no secret of the 
fact b ut that for recognition b eing in­ 
volved. it would have relieved him and 
appointed a successor months ago. 
The anti-American demonstrations 
In Mexico City are not causing any 
particular apprehension to the Wilson 
administration. Th^r are regarded in 
official circles as wholly artificial apd 
part of an attem pt to force the United 
j 
States into recognition of the Huerta 
government. The really serious phase 
of the situatiop is the almost total dis­ 
appearance of law and order 
from 
most of the states in Mexico. 
Ameri­ 
cans and other foreigners are b eing 
sub jected to a continuous round of 
raids, holdups and* rob b eries. 
It is 
this phase of the Mexican situation, 
the degeneration of constituted author­ 
ity, which is responsib le for the anx­ 
iety of the European governments and 
the protests of Americans for a strong 
policy upon the part of their govern­ 
m en t

Lafayette, Ind., July 18.-—That Paul 
Barger, the eighteen-year-old lad who 
recently shot and killed his father, 
John C. Barger, a Monon railroad Con­ 
ductor, used b ad judgment and acted 
impulsively. Is the verdict of Coroner 
Hannell, who has concluded an exhaus­ 
tive investigation of the shooting.

Subsequent to the campaign of 19 10, 
when Senator Hughes, then a candi­ 
date for the house, defeated Mr. Mc­ 
Clave, there were a few bills left over 
for campaign ex penses. 
Accompany ­ 
ing these bills were letters from the 
office of Mr. McClave, in which the 
writer told Mr. Mulhall that his funds 
were depleted by the ex penses of the 
election, and he suggested that as 
these bills had been incurred at the 
suggestion of Coionel Mulhall, the N. 
A. M. should m eet them for him. Col­ 
onel Mulhall w*as ex amined in regard 
to the ex penditures in McClave’s dis­ 
trict. 
He said: 
“The National Associa­ 
tion of M anufacturers spent $3,9 00 of 
its money in the effort to elect Mr. Mc­ 
Clave. 
There was also spent $2,000 
by a Mr. Barber of New York, a man­ 
ufacturer who had silk mill in terests 
in Paterson. 
I do not think McClave 
spent a penny of his own money .” 
This m atter having been aired, the 
regular order of the ex amination of 
Colonel Mulhall was resumed. 
The 
day 's ex amination of MulhalPs cor­ 
respondence included a number of 
elaborate reviews of political condi­ 
tions during the season immediately 
preceding the Chicago convention of 
19 08 , 
which 
nominated 
Mr. 
Taft. 
There was a tendency throughout this 
correspondence to showr that Colonel 
Mulhail’s most frequent correspond- 
\ 
ents among the officials of the N. A. M. 
wrere favorable to the selection of 
Speaker Cannon as against Secretary 
of W ar Taft. They also disclosed that 
long before the name of Jam es S. Sher­ 
man of Utfca was sprung in the con­ 
vention as the nominee for vice presi­ 
dent, the choice of Mr. Sherman as the 
N. A. M. candidate was very definite. 
Representative Jam es E. W atson of 
Indiana, by this time having been 
nominated for the governorship of In­ 
diana, was opposed to the nomination 
of Secretary Taft. 
In this connection 
the colonel charged that, while W at­ 
son was running for governor on a 
county option platform, he and his 
managers were in secret negotiations 
with the brewers and 
that several 
meetings were ht^Id for the purpose of 
getting the brewers in line, W atson 
say ing 'that he was entitled to their 
support because of the services he had 
rendered to the brewing in terests as 
a member of coftgress. 
According to 
Coolnel Mulhall, the late Vice Presi­ 
dent Sherman and former Senator 
James A. Hemenway vrere go-betwreens 
in try ing to get the brewers in sy m­ 
pathy with W atson’s candidacy . 
It was Colonel Mulhall who picked 
Sherman for the Taft running m ate in 
19 08 , if a letter wffiich he wrote .on 
June 1, 19 08 , may be accepted at face 
value. 
In this letter Colonel Mulhall 
predicts Sherm an's selection.
